GENERAL MOREAU. _ 

This aceomplished Câcer was born in Íke 
wear 1761, at Morlaix, in Lower Britany. 
His father was a respectablo and respected 
advocäte in that town, a profession which it 
“appears had’ been followed by die family for 

generations, Youug Moreau was also in. 

tended for the law, and, after the usual stua 
“dies, was sent to the university of Reunes, to 
take his degrees. Ín the year 1788, he was

":Moreau’s leading principle appears to have 

been a sincere love for rational hberty. lu 
those occasions Moreau evinced an equal de. 
gree of pradence and courage, and his gentle. 
mau-like manners and gracefal person, added 
nota little to his popularity,==ln January 

1730, he acted as President of the Coutedera. 

tion of the Youths of Britaany, assembled at 

Poutivy ; and on the formation of, the. Na. 

tionaf Guards, was named Commaqudaat of 

Oue of the battalions of that province. Mo. 

reau had then for the first time an opportu. 

nity of embracing permauentiy a profession 
so congenial to his feelings ; for he has, been 
heard often to declare, that he found nothing 
but disgust in the study of the law,, which he 
followed merely iu compliance with the wishes 
of his family, and eveu his father’s offer to 
give him one half‘of his business, could uot 
divert him from his favourite, pursuits. His 
Tabours in the new career he had entered into 
were incessant. His friends say, according 
to the biographer of his youth, “ that he’ 
" devoured in four months” military works,” 
treatises, and memoirs, that had been com, 
„posed iu four centuries, aud weat in three 
months, through more military manceuvres 
‘And evoluttons, than many officers in 30 
years: He continued in this situation till 

1793, when his battalion was the last to ac- 

cept the too famous Constitution of that 
year, at a time when hesitation was punished 
with instant death, The Convention, how. 
ever, were In want of good officers, and in 
July, 1793, he Was promoted to the cauk of 
General of Brigade, by the Cowmittee of 
Public Safety. d 
mander, was on the 14th of September, when, 
with a division of the ariny of ‘the Moselle, 
he attacked the Prussian army commanded 
by the Duke of Brunswick. He was defeat 
ed; but the’ Dake of Branswick, that ex. 
cellent judge of military ‘merit, duly praised 
the conduct of the young Gencral, in his 
report to the King of Prussia, of the 15th 
of September, 1793, by saying, that “* his 
able plan of attack was surpassed only by 
his yet abler dispositions for retreat; aud

that, the corps he commanded as -neithet 
dispersèd nor dishonoured.””—T' hus uris deù ut, 
although not ominous, gave an earnest of his 
future glory. Ín the autumn of 1793, Mo.

who having discovered in him those precious 
geruis of military tatents which only required 
the fosteriug hand of an ‘experienced friend 
to be matured ‘into excellence, obtained for 
“him the commaud óf a division fa the ‘army 
of the Rhine, to which he had been appoint. 
ed. -Under that able master, Moreau, in a 
variety of enterpriscsin which'itis not our 
‘intention to follow him, acquired that-military 
experience, and those comprehensive views, 
of which ‘he'so successfully availed himself 
‘afterwards. ‘At was in the tnidst of these 
successes that the -Jacobins of Mortaix sent 
to the guillotine his aged father, ‘whù was 
considered as the ‘father of the poor. 'Phe 
frst resolution of Moreau at heariug the fatal 
intelligence, was to leave the service of. these 
“monstefs, änd to join the emigrants armed to 
puaish their crimes. He accordingly tender. 
ed his rêsiguatien to his 
neral, Pichegru. Bat Pichegra was of A very 
ditferent opinion, ‘and we had the following 
details from himself, while in this coúntry, 
<< What do.you intend to do”=he asked 
Moreau. ‘To quit the army and France,” 
‘was the reply. “* To quit the army ‘and 
Francel” repeated Pichegru, “Do you not 
then see the manner in which the Kmigres 
are treated by the Foriegn Powers? 1 de not 
accept your resignation. I beg of you,asa 
fricud, to reflect ou the step you intend to 
take. ‘Come to me again to morrow. tis 
uot thus that you ‘should intend to avenge 
the death of your father? You must think 
of acquiring a glory and au importance which 
may ene day put you in a situation to aveuge 
it. I shall soon furnish you with an oppor- 
tanity of distingaishing yourself” Moreau 
came the day after to Pichegru, and told 
him, that he was convinced, by his reasoning, 
which appcars to have influenced the Whole 
of his conduct afterwards. We shall not 
follow this Commander in his briiliaat mili- 
tary career; that belongs to history; but we 
ZCauuot avoid ebserving, that thrice he had: 
the hanoar of saving the French armies from 
impending destruction, and in two of thôse. 
Occasions he acted as a simple volunteer, ur 
in sybordinate situations in the army, having 
been supersvded by the accomplicis of his 
father’s murderers, who dreaded the just 
vengeance of a man whom his exploits aud 
moral conduct had made sò popular with -the 
troops and the people. It was On this oc. 
casion thata French Colonel, now prisoner 
of war in tais country, and then attached to 
Moreau’s eriny, asked him, wheu the order 
of the Directory superseding him had been 
received, ** Generald will you obey so in. 
sulting a mandate}'® $* Yes’ aaswered Mo. 
reau, ““ as a General, an olficer, or a soldier, 
Morcau is always rcady to serve France.” 
Such, as we have observed before, was Mo. 
reau’'s leading principle. He has often been 
heard to declare, ** that he never wouid lead 
foreiga troops into Frances that he was the 
persoital enemy of no man, but the determin-: 
ed enemy of all men, either princes or sans 
culottes, who should attempt to tyranaise 
over his countrymens and he never would- 
draw his sword, but when he should be con- 
vinced that it would be of other use to his 
fellowacitizeus, than sotely to leave them to 
the choice of tyrants” No wonder that 
such principles, perhaps too openty avowed,. 
joined to the mean jealousy which rankded 


‚in the tyrant’s breast, should, hare induced 


him to contrive his riyal's ruin, after häviung. 
seduced, or seut.ta uahealthy climes, his- 
principal military. adherents. Any man ho 
has read.with attention the trial of Picheggu, 
Georges,-and their friends, must be convinced 


„that Moreau was not privy to the euterprize, 


and we. know that in confidential coitversa. 


stantly notonly denied any previous knew. 
ledge of it, but even condemned thre- plan 
itself. He uepd to say, that to effect a 
change in France, the people should wait 
till men and revoluttonarg springs. were 
worn out; and he thought that moment had 
arrived when he met his death. wound uuder- 
the walls of Dresden. + ne st 

General, Moreau expired on the 2d, aud 
displayed a fortitude and resignation corrcs-- 
poriding with’ tke whole tenor of his life. 
informed kim of the 
hopelessness of his situations, he dictated a 


letter to the Emperor Alexander, in which 


he fervently. expressed his-grateful sense of 
the kindness he had received from that Mon. 
arch. Bet even at this awful moment the 
promotion of the sacred cause in which he 
had embarked, was uppermost in his mind; 


And after communicating the hopes he enter 


tained of its success, and some remarks on 
its father prosecution, he expired without a 
groan. rs 

‘The following anecdote of General Moreau 
is celated by a Gentleman who was present 
at the time :—=General Moreau being recently 
at table with the Crown of Prince of Sweden, 
was asked “* How he could reconcitc taking up 
arms against his own. country.” To which be 
emphatically replied—=t ° Tis true, L once 
had a country—that country has been taken 
from me, and despoiled=—and Ian now pre- 
paring to reconquer that eountry, which 
is the place of my aativity, and which has 
beea wrested from me by an Usurper,’”

We ‘understand that the Prince of Cdone 
on Moreau’s joining the Alked Armies, re= 
commended to his Majesty Lonis XVíillth, 
tosend him the French. Blue Ribbon, and 
the Baton of Merechal de France, which 
would have made him, in fact, a connetabte, 
as he would have been the only Marechal 
living.

which were afterwards substantiated in 
evidence by the following Witnesses. 
barree Woinan, the Mother òf the 
‘Child, said, her natie was Bhya, that she 
was born in the year 1809, she knew the 
„Prisoners at (he bar; the läst time she saw 
ber daughter alive, was about 4 o'clock 
of the móruing of the 18th of January 
last; her daughter had some Neck 
Joys, Eur Joys, three Venetians aud 
seven Geld Beads on her persön, also 


two Arm Joysof silver, She swure that 


all ‘these Joys were ou the Child when 


she saw her tn the morning for the last 
tinie. Witness went out at this time and 
returned home aboateight o'clock in the 
evening, and inmamediately asked her Son, 
where her daughter was? The Son said 
she was gone out tomsce Bhya. ‘Then she 
searched again tor her daughter and went 
to Bhya’s House, and asked Bhya to shew. 


her where her daughter was, Bhya an- 
swered, that she did not know. Witness 


continued to demand iter daughter from 
Bhya, but without success. fhe next 
morning she went to the Police Office and 
procured a Sepoy and carrizd him to 
Bhya's House, ihe Sepoy took Biya to 
the Police Ofbce aud then returned to 
search the House of Bhyasin tbe search, 
the Sepoy found twoof the Arm Joys, 
and seven Gold Beads which she swore, 
were on the person of her.

to dispose of some Joys to him, some

Pookia  Sumboo, a Boy, the Brother
